We find the above statement 
con- 


tained in a printed notice 
posted 


outside of the miners' union hall in 
Jackson, 
announcing: 
that a labor 


strike exists 
at the Fremont 
Con- 


solidated mine near 
Amador City. 


The placard is issued 
by authority 


of the local union at Amador City, 
as itbears the names 
of the presi- 


dent and secretary of that organiza- 
tion. 
We may 
also safely 
draw 


another 
conclusion, 
namely 
that 


these placards have been circulated 
by the labor unions affiliated with 
the Western 
Federation 
in other 


labor centers, for the sole "purpose 
of deterring men in search 
of work 


from drifting to Amador Cityin the 
hope of 
finding employment. 
The 


sentence above quoted is incomplete 
and indefinite, 
whether 
intention- 


ally so or not we are not prepared 
to>. say. 
It does 
not state 
that 


there are 
200 men 
out of employ- 


ment at Amador City alone, 
but 


of course 
that is the natural in- 


ference to be drawn, and there is no 
question that that was the idea in- 
tended to be conveyed. 
We do not 


desire at this time to discuss 
the 


merits of the labor controversy 
at 


the Fremont. 
The position of the 


Ledger on such 
matters 
is 
well 


known. Itcontends 
for the rightof 


employes to quit work, individually 
or collectively as union men, 
when- 


ever they are dissatisfied 
with the 


terms or nature of their employment. 
That is a basic principle. Itcannot 
be surrendered 
without at the same 


time surrendering our rights as free 
and sovereign citizens. Itisequally 
fundamental, however, that the priv- 
ilege of the laborer 
to sell his ser- 


vices to whoever willpay an accept- 
able price therefor shall neither 
be 


abridged nor denied. 
The palpable 


tendency of the posting of strike 
notices like the one herein 
referred 


to, is to undermine 
this last stated 


privilege, and to that extent it is 
mischievous 
and revolutionary. 
It 


is contrary to the spirit, if not to 
the letter of the law. 
We have that 


faith inhuman nature that the time 
willcome when the 


\u25a0publishing and 


posting of such placards, 
with the 


design of preventing an individual 
or company from conducting a law- 
ful business, 
will be made 
a mis- 


demeanor under our laws. 
Twenty 


years ago the Ledger denounced 
the 


boycott as opposed to the spirit of 
law and the dictates 
of humanity. 
It was at 
that time 
a new-found 


weapon, and an organized movement 
was started to make it instrumental 
in solving 
the Chinese 
problem. 


Politicians 
tried 
to make it the 


means of aiding them in their aspira- 
tions after office. 
But the 
agita- 


tion was short-lived, and to-day the 
concensus of opinion, backed by the 
\u25a0verdict of the courts, brands 
the 


boycott as a device contrary tolaw. 
Even the labor unions are gradually 
settling down to the conviction that 
itis a double-edged 
weapon, more 


apt toinjure those who resort to it 
than those against whom itis aimed. 


Confronted as we are with the oft- 


repeated posting of such notices 
of 


no work to be had as the one quoted 
above, is itnot time for the working 
men themselves 
to seriously 
ponder 


over the situation. It affects 
not 
merely the toilers in the mines, but 
the people of Amador county gen- 
erally. 
Probably 
the placards 
are 


not intended as stumbling-blocks 
in 


the way of Amador's industrial pro- 
gress, but that is what they really 
are. 


But furthermore the statement 
at 


the head of this article is either true 
or untrue, and in either case itleads 
up to a very damaging predicament. 
Admitting for the sake of argument 
that 200 men are out of work in 
Amador district alone, it behooves 
every toiler inAmador county toask 
himself 
the 
question, 
What 
has 


brought 
about 
such an industrial 


calamity? 
Why isit that men here- 


tofore happily and contentedly 
em- 


ployed at satisfactory 
wages, are 


now walking the streets in idleness? 
What blighting influence has 
thus 


dried up the fountains 
of industry? 


Is itthe true friend of the laboring 
man that brings about such a stag- 
nation, or is it the 
work of mis- 
guided demagogues 
and agitators? 


Has there ever been 
a time in the 


history of Amador county when 
the 


posting of such a dishonorable 
plac- 


ard became 
a necessity? 
And in 


this era of prosperity —when every 
state in the union is pulsating 
with 


business life and energy —the gold 
belt of Amador county is pictured as 
having 200 idle men inone small dis- 
trict. 
Can it be that the labor 


unions are responsible for thus para- 
lyzingour staple industry, throwing

Aletter that the writeris ashamed 
or 


afraid to father is beneath notice unless 
its contents come within the scope of 
the 
penal 
code, in which case 
the 


authorities should leave nothing un- 
done to ferret out the author. 
The 


first letter was sent through 
the post- 


ottice, witha dual address. 
We have 


not seen it, but those 
who have are 


unanimous of the opinion that the ob- 
ject was to sow the seeds 
of dissension 


in the M. E. church. 
Instead 
of this, 


however, ibhas had 
just the opposite 


effect. 
The congregation 
as well as 


the members are probably more united 
and harmonious than at any previous 
time inthe history of the church. It 
is

doubtful that 
the starting 


letter that caused 
so 
much 
hubub 


would render 
its author, 
if known, 


liable to criminal prosecution. 
It is 


claimed that a letter was found on the 
porch of a dwelling, and a second .one 
of a threatening nature tacked to the 
door of the same 
residence.

The case of A.H. Kuhlman vs. Mrs. 


M.Going, which was recently decided 
in thp superior court of this county, is 
one of considerable 
public interest. 


The 


' 
amount involved 
was only $15. 


The plaintiff prepared plans at the in- 
stance 
of defendant 
for a dwelling 


house, and put in a bid for the con- 
tract of buildingthe same. 
Not being 


the lowest bidder he failed to receive 
the contract. 
Nevertheless, 
the com- 


plaint alleges that the architectural de- 
sign which he made was used in the 
building. 
He therefore demanded 
$15 


for the plans. 
Defendant refused 
to 


pay for the same. 
Kuhlman did not 


act as superintendent 
of, the building. 


He did nothing beyond drawing the 
plans. 
He filed a lienagainst the build- 


ing within the legal time, to secure the 
payment of his claim. The lien law 
expressly 
provides that 
"architects" 


performing labor upon any buildingare 
entitled to a lien upon the property 
upon which they bestow labor. 
A de- 


murrer was filed, allegingthat the facts 
stated did not bring the case 
within 


the lien law. The court sustained 
the 


demurrer, without leave to plaintiff.to 
amend. 
Ifthe case did not come under 


the lien law the superior caurt had no 
jurisdiction; 
it was merely a justice 


court case. 
The decision hinged 
on 


the architect 
work being confined 
to 
drawing tho plans. If the plans 
had 


been supplemented 
by superintending
